English aud €ouliueutal Echoes. 

Her iMajesty the Queen had gone to Scot- 
land. Blie left Windsor on the 20th August 
for Balmoral. The rojal traiQ reached 
Carlisle al ball-past soveo the followitig 
moroing, and, aHer a ehott stay for breakfast, 
the journey was resamed. Kelso was 
reached at eleven o'clook, and Her Mojesty 
was recoived by the Dake and Docbeas of 
Roxburgh at Floors Castle. There is to be 
a grand oelobralioo by the Reform League 
in honor of the passing of the Rolorin Bill 
and the withdrawal of the Parlis Hill by a 
banquet, and arrangements are now mukin^ 
for the celebration. JJoth Mr Bright and 
Mr Mill have wiiiten to Mr Beales, request- 
ins; him to Ueep iniact the machinery ol the 
Kefonn Longuo, with its 230 branobes, so aa 
to secure the pucctes of mensures to follow 
household sulTruKB. The Trade UoiooistB of 
Shtflield, in rcBoltins to retain the Icllore- 
ehip of the men who devised and executed 
■ marder and robbery in their service, have 
broDght 4owa upon themselves expressions 
of rcprobaiicii. Even Sheffield itself ie 
speaking out ; and we shall hope to find that 
the air of ihe town will bo made uncom- 
fortably hot even for men so nearly allied to 
monsters as Broadhead, Orookes, and their 
Hupporlers must bo. The Executive ol the 
Orgaoized Trades beld a meeting, when te- 
BointioDS were passed declaring that do fellow- 
ship can bo bad with the Sawgrioders' Union 
antil it has expressed contrition for its pisl 
misdeeds, and given a guarantee for future 
good conduct." As a crude avowal of in- 
dignation, ihia is satislactory. The London 
Criminal Court had belore it eight persons 
who were charged with coosplraoy, in coo- 
neotioa nlth the tailor's strike, and who bad 
eurrondored to take their trial. The maio 
object of the prosecution was to put a BU'p 
to the sysiern of ''picketing," or, at all events, 
to have tha question of the legaliiy or other- 
wise of such proceedings decided. Alter a 
ioog trial, three of tbe f risuuers wore lound 
gnilty, and tbe others acquitted. Tbe ttiree 
who were convicted were liberated on bail, 
and were broUKht up the following day for 
judgment. It was decided that it was a 
penal oliencB to place raen in a position to 
embiirra-s another man's business or alarm 
his employoa. The Kiiglish press and the 
tiovernmeot auihuriiies have been very io- 
d'goaot recently at some absard /person in 
India who Inghtened all Great Britain with 
a false lelenraphio despatch about franh 
Sepoy mutinies ut Meernt. But it seems 
that, though the news was not true in this 
case, the English have abundant cause lor 
alarm. Ad uneasy feeling prevails all through 
Northern India. The editor of o Benijalee 
ntwepapat lius jujt made a tour of observa- 
tion through the country, and reports that 
the dipaU''i;'.inn ol the natives is almost 
universal, and ilm naiiva police, believing u 
mutiny lo be im:ninent, " manifest little in- 
terest in their duiio.^." On Monday, the 26th 
of Aogusl, the deparlinints in Woolwioh 
nrsioal received ui.siruciioos from ihe Wur 
Depurlinetit to cccupv llii-iiiselves in the nr- 
ranyernenta for luriii-'liirig the txpeJilion 
which is to he dcFpaioheii from Imlia wilh 
the slightest posMtjIe delay. The oxpediiiou 
will be under the chief command of Miij jr 
General Napier and Brigadier (General 
Slavely. The London Post sajs the forces 
employed will comprise all branches of Ihe 
service, Ii is reported that the Viceroy of 
Egypt hiiti been rtqiiesled to provide five 
thousand cameli lor the neeessary transport 
o( the British troupi. Tha Kussiun Gov 
ernment has won deserved praise fur the 
mony jvise reforms wbiob it has of late in- 
troduced. But its regulations on church 
nflairs are still ins|pired by a fpiril ol 
Iho blindest intolerance and laiiatieism. 
Ttios, a recent uka^e, rrguUliiis the rela- 
tions betwoiin the Koinai: Caltiolic Chinch 
of Ku,>.sia and the I'apal Sue, forbids all 
direct eommunioatioo ol tha bishops, priests 
and laymen with the bead of their cbarcb at 
Rome, and decrees thui all matters of a 
nature to be sii* milted lo the Pope are to be 
subject to llie juti:idictiun of a Rotiian Catho- 
lic Clerical Cullego at St. Petersburg, the 
members of which wi!l, of coarse, be the 
ready tools of the Government. The Kueaian 
Governinent might have known that laws 
which pub.io opinion in every coantry ol 
Europe hai forced out of Ufe cannot last long 
in Russia. A leiter (rnin Vienna gtalea that 
tbe remains of tho l)ul;o de Ueichsladt will 
probably bo conveyed to Paris some lime in 
September, belora tbe visit of the Emperor of 
Austria to the Court of tbe Tuileriesii A 
horrinle nlTiir lias occurred at tho market 
town ol Alloii, in Hampshire, lilngland. On 
the afternoon ot llm 24m Augu.sl some chil- 
dren were plajing in a meudo.v just hulsidu 
the town, when a strango man beckoned lo 
one of them, a child ol eight years, named 
Fanny Adams, and coaxed her, by tbe pres- 
ent o( a half: enny, to go with him into a 
neighboring ho[>-(.'arden. Sho was never seen 
again alive. The siuno evening a laboring 
man going homo frutn work lound in tho 
hop-garden a dissevered liead testing upon 
two hop-polts at the foot of u liedgo. lie 
ran with it lo tho cottage of the Adams 
family, and it waa immediately reoognided as 
tbe bead of the missing girl. The whole 
population now turned out to search the 
neighboring fields. A leg and foot wore 
found in one (ilixcc, a forearm in another ; a 
band, severed from the wrial, a foot cut of! 
at tho aniilo, tho iiiutiluted trunk, full of 
stabs and gashes, a pari of nn arm, the heart 
and inteHtines, and tho tailored remnants of 
(be clothoa wore picked up scattered over 



long distances. The eyes had been gouged 
oi't, tho ears cut ofl, and the liesli ol the legs 
and thighs tipped open to tho buna. A vmuig 
man osmod Baker — a fellow of indiflerunt 
character— was arrested- on soepicioo: ^and 
traces of blood were found on his clothes, 
while in his disry was thi-^ oniry, in a bold 
and uDfaltering hand ; "Saturday, August 
24, killed a }0U g girl; fine and hot." A 
Coroner's jury found him guilty and he wne 
held lor trial. So tbe case rests, iilotivfs 
for the crime can only bo oonjcciured, and 
the shockingly mutilated state of tbe remains 
makes it impossible to ascertain what degree 
of violoticn may have preceded tho murder 
The ciicumsla lial eviilenco UKainst Ihe 
prisoner seems sirong. Tho chief point in 
his favor is tho ditriculty ol imogiiiing how 
nnybtdy but a raving maniac — and he is cer- 
tuioly not tbat — could commit such o fright- 
inl butchery. Our readers will readily call 
to mind the Fontainebleao murder, pariicu- 
lars ol which we gave n few days ago. After 
the liial was over tho prisoner sent for the 
Chief Justice, and bis surprise can bo pic- 
tured whan, without preparation, she made 
the following disclosure ; " I did kill iVladaine 
de Mortens, but all yonr soientifio physicians 
have incurred public BUame. I did not atiilo 
my victim — I poisoned her when she was 
asleep on tho grass with pri:s?ic acid. A 
diop on hor nostrils sufiiced ; aho inhaled it 
and died. The Florence Opiiuonc saya thai 
the total nmouol ol oluircli property which 
will be immediately put up iit public auctiou 
in Italy ia valued at 150,000,000 lire. Sicnor 
Ratazzi is negotiating with tbe National Bank 
to secure its co-operation io. tho matter ol 
sale and deposit. 



Supremo Court of Civil Justice of 
British Columbia* 

Richfield, Sept 30tb, 1867. 
Tbe ooart sat this day at 10:30, and the 
Grand Jnry haviog been sworn were 
charged by Chief Justice Needham as fol- 
lows : 

Gentlemen of the Grand Jury : 

It is with great reluctance tbat I have becD 
induced to call you together ; and that, more 
particularly, after yoor having been so lately 
discharged. There is only one prisoner in 
gaol wfiose case will bo Inid before you, but 
1 was reluclant that ho should, if he be inno« 
cent, remain in prison all the winter; and 
being here, I am reluctant to go away wilh- 
out giving him a trial. 1 have thcroforo 
caused you lo be called together for that pur- 
pose, 

This is tbe first time that I have had tbe 
honor of meeting a Grand Jury in Cariboo, 
aud you may perhaps expect from me some 
ganeral remarks as to ycur duties, and as to 
tha elate of tbe country; bui 1 am not gufii- 
ciently familiar wilh the circumstances ol ilio 
country to make tbeni at leogtb. But this I 
iQiy say that I have been greatly pleased 
with everything that 1 have seen hero and 
with the general subjection I bavo found !o 
law and order. It dues intinilo credit to all 
the people of Cariboo. I cano ji express my 
great Borprisa tbat it should be so, lecausc 
wherever Englishmen go and wherever they 
are lound living under Ihe British fl.ig, they 
take with them good law and order, and 
that notwithfitandiDg tha increased tempta- 
tions to be found in a gold mining cjuntry. 
Auslralia is a marko i instance ol this, and 
sho has been pointed at >'ll over the world 
as maintaining tbe law abiding feelings of 
Flnglisbmen n-ider the highest conditions. 
Wa are aware, it is true, ot the existaiico of 
certain slight circumstances not quite in har- 
mony with these observations. I am con- 
vinced they were as a clouJ only — a tran-ieiit 
leeliog which will subside with the evunis 
which gave rise to it, and that all are on ibe 
sido of law and ord r. It tr.ay be rigbr lo 
add, bccaase of its existence, to comlort 
tlio e who have nroperty at stake and whose 
fainilie.s are here — to say lhat s^houid it un- 
happily ba tho casu thai there are any 
incllo 'd to renifll iho laws, you may be sum 
you will be protected to ihe utnio--i po.ver ol 
the Government, and lo tbat I include the 
whale power ol England. 

As to tho case nf the prisoner, the di'po^i* 
lions will bo laid belore you. He wan one a 
(larly enuaged in gold inining and tho joint 
" washing up," as it is eulle , was put in u 
pan, and it is charged that this man took a 
pnnioD secretly and appropriated it to hioi» 
self. There is this peculiarity in the case, 
that he is indicted for stealing a part of pro- 
l)eriy to a poriion of which he would be 
eoliiled. If you believe tho laeis eslabli.uli a 
•prima fitic ca-e, 1 would recominen 1 you to 
lind a Irue bill against the prisoner aud leave 
the queaticn of law to be disposed of by me 
and Ihe common jury. By the provisions of 
the mining orditianocs if a man lakes what 
belongs lo a parlnetHhip. tlmt consliuues a 
lelony. But I won'i delnin you hy going inio 
Ibis, because I recommend >ou to give a 
true bill and leave it to mo to deal wittl the 
points of law ari.-.ing out of the case.
